''PHE  filliery-bill  [[March  9.]  had 
1  Icarccly  cleared  the  houfc  ot  com- 
n^ons,  wlitii  the  minifter  brought  in  ano- 
tKr,  “  To  reftrain  the  trade  and  com- 
ncrce  of  the  colonies  of  New  jerfey, 
IVfmfylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and 
^outli  Carolina,  to  Great  Britain,  Irc- 
laiul,  and  the  Britilh  idands  in  the  Weft 
Indies,  under  certain  conditions  and  li¬ 
mitations.^*  [Vol.  xxvii.  P.  411.3  As 
meafurcs  of  this  nature  were  now  fami¬ 
ly  *r,  he  only  thought  it  peceffary  to  ob- 
f'Tve,  that,  as  the  fouthern  provinces  had 
seceded  to  the  non-importation  and  non- 
rx[>orta1ion  agreement,  as  well*  as  the 
n  jrthern,  it  was  conformable  to  reafon 
s"d  jullice  that  they  ftioiild  equally  feel 
<  ur  refentment,  and  experience  the  fame 
decree  of  punilhment. 

Nothing  that  could  be  called  a  debate 
Sr  )le  upon  this  motion.  The  ftrangc 
f-nift nation  and  contradidtion  that  ap- 
f  r^red  in  our  public  councils,  were,  how- 
r^'er,  commented  upon  on  both  Tides  of 
|he  houfe,  and  lamented  on  one.  It  was 
f^id,  that  only  a  few  days  before  they 
mocked  with  conciliatory  propoli-

lions,  and  nothing  was  to  be  beard  but 
conceflion  and  mweration  5  temptations 
were  to  be  held  out  to  the  better  difpo- 
fed  colonies,  to  induce  them  to  break 
the  confederacy;  the  wheat  was  to  be 
feparated  from  the  chalf,  the  eledl  from 
the  lepfoVrate  ;  but  now  we  arc  toM, 
that  the  only  way  to  reftore  peace  and 
harmony,  to  reconcile  the  Americans 
cordially  to  our  government,  and  to  favc 
our  commerce  from  that  deftrudiinn 
which  Icems  almolt  inevitable,  is  to 
lump  them  all  indiferiminately,  without 
diflinaion  of  friend  or  foe,  iu  one  com¬ 
mon  punilhment ;  and  to  drive  the  whole 
continent  of  America  into  defpair,  as  a 
ncccflary  preparative  to  their  being  re- 
ftored  to  good  temper. 

During  the  time  that  this  bill  was  in 
agitation,  a  long  fcrics  of  important  evi¬ 
dence  in  behalf  of  the  Weft  India  mer¬ 
chants  and  planters,  and  in  fupport  of 
the  petition  which  they  had  laUly  pre- 
fented,  was  laid  before  the  houfc.  The 
celebrated  Mr  Glover,  the  author  of  Le¬ 
onidas,  appeared  as  agent  and  manager 
for  the  petitioners  upon  this  occafion.

his  indignation  muff  rife.  )n  thefe  en¬ 
dearing  chara<5ters  God  (lands  to  every 
genuine  Chridian  ;  for  his  glory  and  ho¬ 
nour  is  he  dill  more  deeply  engaged  ; 
and  from  him  foibles  and  imperfections 
arc  infinitely  removed.  Since  this  is 
the  cafe,  it  mud  grieve  them,  and  draw 
tears  from  their  eyes,  to  hear  their  belt 
friend,  kinded  benefactor,  mod  alfeo 
tionate  parent — their  God,  fo  much  difip 
honoured  !

Thefe  leaders 
of  America  have  endeavoured  to  iiiHame 
the  multitude  to  do  that;  but  the  mode¬ 
ration  of  Britain  has  almoll  put  it  out  of 
their  power.  Although  our  gracious 
fovereigii  has  atded  with  a  degree  of  mo¬ 
deration  in  the  prefent  cafe  that  can 
fcarcc  be  parallelled,  yet  the  t  nun  peter 
of  fedition  reprefents  liim  as  the  vileft 
mifcrcant  that  ever  appeared  on  the  face 
of  llic  earth  :  “  And  as  he  (that  is  the 
king  of  Britain,)  hath  /licwrd  himlelf 
fttch  an  inveterate  enemy  to  liberty,  and 
dif covered  fuch  a  thirfl  of  arbitrary  por,ver, 
is  he,  or  is  he  not,  a  proper  man  to  fay 
to  thefe  colonies,  You  Oiall  make  no 
laws  but  what  I  pleafeCe):’* — The  king's 
fpeech  at  tin?  opening  of  the  lull  fcHion 
of  parliament,  which  inuA  yet  be  frelb  in 
the  memory  of  every  one  of  my  readers 
is  ftigmatized  in  the  following  terms 
“  I’hc  king's  fpeech,  as  being  a  piece  of 
finijhed  villainy,  deferved,  and  Hill  dc 
fci*ve8  a  general  execration  both  by  the 
congrefs  and  people  (/*).” — And  agaiia, 
“  T  he  fpeech,  if  it  may  be  called  one,  is 
nothing  better  than  a  wilful  audacious 
libel  .againA  the  trutli,  the  common 
good,  and  the  exiAence  of  mankind,  and 
is  a  formal  and  pompous  method  of  of 
fering  up  human  facrifices  to  the  pride  of 
tyrants.

In  this  manrer  would  the  man  whofe 
guilty  mimi  tells  him  that  he  has  no 
room  to  hope  for  pardon,  perfuade  o- 
thers  to  become  as  defperate  as  himfclf, 
and  plunge  tleeper  and  deeper  ftill  into 
that  guilty  feene  in  which  they  are  now 
involved.  His  own  defpivatc  htuation 
mod  fre(]uently  recurs  to  his  mind.  “It 
is  cafy,*^  fays  he,  “  getting  into  holes 
and  talking  of  reconciliation ;  but  dofuch 
meu  put  liicmfelves  in  the  place  of  the 
fuflerer,  <zchof/-  nil  is  already  gone{ny* 
Aye!  liere  the  (lioe  pinches,  indeed! 
Such  a  fuficrer  lias  nothing  to  hope  for 
frona  a  reeoucili.ition,  and  therefore  it  is 
not  furprifing  if  he  thould  bawl  out  a- 
gainlt  it  as  loud  as  he  can  ;  but  is  it  prv* 
tlent  in  thofe  who  have  nothing  to  lofc 
to  vciilure  their  all  for  his  fervicc? 

In  the  whole  of  this  pamphlet,  I  find 
but  one  good  reafon  advanced  for  the 
A nu ricans  perfeveriug  in  tlieir  prtfent 
pi.

g.ins  of  feeing  and  hearing,  fo  was  the- 
brain  the  feat  of  memory;  yet  the  power 
and  faculty  of  memory,  as  well  as  of  fee¬ 
ing  and  hearing,  lay  in  the  mind,  and  fo 
it  was  no  inconceivable  thing  that  either 
the  foul  by  its  owm  llrcngth,  or  by  the 
means  of  Ibme  fubtiler  organs,  winch 
might  be  fitted  for  it  in  another  flate, 
Ihould  hill  remember  as  well  as  think : 
But  indeed  we  know  fo  little  of  tlie  na¬ 
ture  of  our  fouls,  that  it  is  a  vain  thing 
for  us  to  raife  an  hypothefis  out  of  the 
conjedtures  vve  have  about  it,  or  to  re¬ 
ject  one  becaufe  of  fome  dllbculties  that 
occur  to  us,  lince  it  is  as  hard  to  under- 
Itand  how  we  remember  things  now  as 
how  we  (hall  do  it  in  another  Itate  ;  on¬ 
ly  we  are  fiire  we  do  it  now,  and  fo  wc 
iliall  be  then  when  we  do  it. 

When  I  prefied  him  wdth  the  fecrct 
joys  that  a  good  man  felt,  particularly 
as  he  diewr  near  death,  and  the  horrom 
of  ill  mCm,  efpecially  at  that  time,  hr  was 
willing  to  aferibe  it  to  the  iinprcHions 
they  liad  from  tlieir  education  ;  but  he 
often  confelfed,  that  wdiether  the  buti- 
nefs  of  religion  was  true  or  not,  he 
thought  thofe  w'ho  had  the  peifnafiong 
of  it,  and  lived  fo  that  they  had  quiet  in 
their  confciences,  and  believed  God  go¬ 
verned  tlie  world,  and  acquiefeed  in  hii 
providence,  and  had  the  hope  of  an  end- 
lefs  bleifednefs  in  another  (kate,  the  hap- 
pieft  men  in  the  world  ;  and  faitl  he 
would  give  all  he  was  mailer  of  to  be 
under  thofe  perfuafions,  and  to  have  the 
fupports  and  joys  that  mull  needs  flow 
from  them. 

I  told  him  the  main  root  of  all  cor¬ 
ruptions  in  men’s  principles  was  their  ill 
life,  which,  as  it  darkened  their  minds, 
and  difabled  them  from  difocming  bet¬ 
ter  things,  fo  it  made  it  ncccfl'ary  for 
them  to  feck  out  fuch  opinions  as  might 
give  lliern  eafe  from  thofe  clamours  that 
would  other  wife  have  been  railed  within 
them.  He  did  not  deny  but  that,  after 
the  doing  of  fome  things,  he  felt  great 
and  fevrre  challenges  within  himfclf ; 
but  he  fiid  he  felt  not  IIkIc  after  fi»ine 
others  which  I  would  perhaps  call  far 
greater  fins  than  thofe  that  afleifted  him 
more  feidibly.  This,  I  faid,  ought  flow 
from  the  diforders  he  had  raft  liinifclf 
into,  w  hich  had  coiruptcd  his  judgment, 
and  vitiated  his  talle  of  things  ;  and,  by 
his  long  cemtinuance  in,  and  fiequcnt 
repealing  of  fome  immoralities,  he  ha*! 
made  them  fo  familiar  to  him,  that  they 
lagrc  become  as  it  were  natural;  and 


then  it  w.is  no  wonder  if  he  had  not  fo 
a  ftnfc  of  what  was  good  or  tvil, 
as  a  feverirti  man  caniu*:  judge  of  taftes. 

lie  did  acknowledge  the  whole  fyftem 
of  religion,  if  believed,  was  a  greater 
foundation  of  quiet  than  any  other  thing 
whatfoever  ;  for  all  the  qtiiet  he  had  in 
his  mind  was,  that  he  could  not  think  fo 
pood  a  being  as  the  Deity  would  make 
him  mifcrnble.  I  afked,  if  when,  by  the 
ill  eomfe  of  his  life,  hr  had  brought  fo 
many  difeafes  on  his  body,  he  could 
Mame  G(ul  for  it,  or  expev't  that  he 
fhould  deliver  him  from  them  by  a  mi- 
raele.  lie  confclfed  there  was  no  reafon 
for  that.  I  then  urged,  that  if  fin  llmuld 
cart  the  mind,  by  a  natural  etfed,  into 
endlefs  horrors  and  agonies,  w  hich,  be¬ 
ing  featei!  in  a  Being  not  fubjed  to 
death,  muO  lalt  for  ever,  unlcls  fome 
miraculous  (x>\ver  interpofed,  coulvl  he 
acenfe  (t(mI  tor  that  which  wms  the  eflect 
of  Ins  own  choice  and  ill  life. 

He  laid  IIk  v  were  happy  that  believed, 
for  it  was  not  in  every  man’s  power ; 
And  upon  this  we  difeourfed  long  about 
rcv’caled  religion.  He  faid  he  did  not 
un#lern.ind  that  bidiners  of  infpiration. 
He  believed  tb<’  penmen  of  the  feriptures 
had  heats  aiul  honefly,  and  fo  writ  ;  but 
could  not  comprehend  ho\v  God  Ihould 
reveal  his  fccicts  to  mankind.  Why 
was  not  man  made  a  creature  more  dif- 
pofed  for  religion,  and  better  illumina¬ 
ted  ?  He  could  not  comprehend  how 
there  ihould  be  any  corruption  in  the 
nature  of  man,  or  a  lapfe  derived  from 
Adam.  GihI’s  communicating  his  mind 
to  one  man  was  the  putting  it  in  his 
power  to  cheat  the  world.  For  prophe¬ 
cies  and  miracles,  the  worVl  had  been  al¬ 
ways  full  of  Grange  fttmies  ;  for  the 
bohlncfs  and  cunning  of  contrivers  meet¬ 
ing  with  the  futiplicity  and  credulity  of 
the  people,  things  were  eafdy  received, 
and,  U  ing  once  received,  pafied  down 
without  (X'litradi^tion.  'Fhe  incoheren¬ 
cies  of  r.ile  in  the  Icriptures,  the  odd 
tranfitions,  the  feeming  contradictions, 
chiefly  about  the  order  of  time,  the 
•  riiellie^  euioined  the  Ifraelites  in  de- 
flroGng  the  Canaanites,  circumcifion, 
and  many  ether  rites  of  ihc  Jewifn  wtu*- 
flrr,  leemed  fo  him  iinfuil.iMe  to  the 
divine  nature:  ami  the  fnft  three  chap- 
tc’.sof  (lenefis,  he  thought,  could  uot 
Fk-  true,  uideri  they  w’cre  parables.  '1‘his 
.V  as  the  lubAanee  of  what  he  objeCled 
to  revealed  leligicn  in  general,  and  to 
ihc  X)Id  IVltanKiU  in  particular. 


I  anfw’ercd  to  all  this,  that  be!icvfn|:i 
thing  upon  the  teftimony  of  another,  in 
other  matters  where  there  was  no  reafon 
to  fiifpcift  the  teftimony,  chiefly  where 
it  w'as  confirmed  by  other  circumftance«, 
was  not  only  a  reafonable  thing,  but  it 
was  the  hinge  on  which  all  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  juftice  in  the  world  depended'; 
lince  all  courts  of  juftice  proceed  upon 
the  evidence  given  by  witnefles;  for  the 
life  of  wTitings  is  but  a  thing  more 
lately  brought  into  the  world  :  fo  then, 
if  the  credibility  of  the  thing,  the  inno¬ 
cence  and  difintereftnefsof  the  w'itncfles, 
the  number  of  them,  and  the  moll  pub¬ 
lic  confirmations  that  could  poffiblybe 
given,  do  concur  to  perfuade  us  of  any 
matter  of  fad,  it  is  a  vain  thing  to  fay, 
bccaufe  it  is  poflible  for  fo  many  men  to 
agree  in  a  lie,  that  therefore  thefe  have 
done  it.  In  all  other  things  a  man  givei 
his  aftent  when  the  credibility  is  toon; 
on  the  one  fide,  and  there  appears  no¬ 
thing  on  the  other  fide  to  balance  it :  fo 
fuch  numbers  agreeing  in  their  teftimo- 
ny  to  thefe  miracles,  for  inftance  of  our 
Saviour’s  calling  Lazarus  out  of  th« 
grave  the  fourth  day  after  he  was  buriedi 
and  his  owm  riling  again  after  he  was 
certainly  dead  ;  if  there  had  been  ever 
fo  many  impoftors  in  the  world,  no  mas 
can  with  any  reafonable  colour  pretend 
this  was  one.  We  find,  both  by  the 
Jewilh  and  Roman  wmiters  who  lived  ^ 
that  tim.C;  that  our  Saviour' was  cnici*

Charles  Pox,  Efq; 

AVING  had  the  curiofity  to  infpedt 
this  young  gentleman’s  parifli  regi- 
fi<;r,  we  find,  that  he  was  born  in  tUc 
month  of  March,  1 749 ;  and,  confequent- 
that  he  united  in  his  own  perfon  ta- 
kius  and  cireumftances  unparalelled  in 
the  annals  of  parliament,  or  the  fi range 
'icifiitr.des  of  fiate  intrigue ;  for  he  was 
appointed  a  lord  of  the  admir,dty ;  rc- 
bjrned  in  difguft  ;  was  a  fe7ond  time  ap¬ 
pointed,  and  was  afterwards  removed  to 
ihe  trcafui  y  board,  whence  he  was  dif- 
i^ified  fome  w  eeks  before  he  comi^catcd 
*ho  25th  year  of  his  age,  namely,  on  the 
J  :th  or  of  February  1774.  Two  o- 
Iher  c’r^umitaiicci  llrongly  mark  bis  p(?- 


litical  career:  Before  he  was  twenty- 
fonr  years  okl,  he  was  by  much  the  moft 
able  fupport  the  miniftcr  had  in  the 
courfe  of  a  vholc  fellion,  and,  within  a 
year  after,  one  of  his  moft  powerful  and 
dangerous  antagunifts. 

I'he  political  hiftory  of  this  extraor- 
din.ary  young  orator  furnilhes  vci7  few 
things  worthy  of  notice.  His  condud» 
as  long  as  he  remained  in  office,  was  that 
of  the  moft  violent  and  unreferved  cour¬ 
tier.  He  not  only  difeharged  his  duty  as 
a  mere  placeman,  called  upon  by  his  fitu- 
ation  to  defend  the  meafurcs  of  admini- 
ftration,  to  cover  their  blunders,  to 
urge  their  propriety,  to  predi^  the  falu*- 
tary  confcqucnces  that  miift  flow  from 
them,  and  the  whole  fciencc  of  augment¬ 
ing  and  diminilhing  at  pleafure  ;  but  he 
caught  the  dccifive  tone  of  a  violent  par- 
tizan,  in  a  kind  of  ftatc  of  war  and  open 
hoftility  againft  every  man  who  dared  to 
difl'er  from  him,  or  queftion  the  minifte- 
rial  infallibility  of  his  leader  *  and  finan¬ 
cial  creator. 

His  parliamentary  operations  in  this 
line  w'crc  chiefly  diredted  againft  Mr 
Burke,  and  a  few  other  leaders  in  oppu- 
fuion.  This  part. of  his  talk  he  perfor¬ 
med  with  remarkable  punctuality  and 
alacrity,  and  with  no  fmall  degree  of 
fucceis.  '  Some,  detached  part  of  Mr 
Burke’s  fpcech,  not  perhaps  at  all  elTen- 
tial  to  the  main  fubjedt  of  debate,  w'as 
mifquoted  or  mifreprefented%  the  fallacy  or 
abfurdity  of  its  pretended  contents  were 
pointed  out,  and  animadverted  upon ; 
and  the  whole  throw'n  into  a  ridiculous 
light ;  a  laugh  xyas  created  in  every  minU 
fterial  corner  of  the  houfe  ;  the  treafury- 
bench  was  ftft  in  a  roar,  and  Charles 
fmacked  the  clerk’s  table  with  bis  hand, 
and  moulded  his  feathered  bat  into 
ten  ihoukind  different  forms.  Burke’s 
fine  fpeecbcs  w'cre  thus  cut  up  ;  Charles 
was  applauded  ;  and  every  tool  of  admi- 
niftration,  from  his.lordfhip  down  to 

R - n,  E-— — n,  and  Brummel  at  the 

door  or  in  the  gallery,  loudly  proclaimed 
vidtiu-y. — This  oflicc  is  now  occupied  by 
bis  particular  friend  f .  *  ' 

There  w'ere  two  other  gentlemen,  on 
,whom  he  bellowed  a  great  deal  of  atten¬ 
tion  in  the  fame  way.  They  at  length 
perceived  their  folly,  and  the  juft  ice  of

tiu  couri'e  t)f  our  knowledge  or  expe- 
r-rcr,  fnrpani«l.  His  extemporary 
1,'  .clu  .'i  on  faOis,  arguments  and  details, 

!  :  immethaiely  ariliiig  nor  connected 
the  [>n)per  I'ubjeet  of  debate,  are 
t'lily  .uimirable.  They  bear  every  ap- 
;•  u ame  (*f  the  molt  IHidied  and  1  d>our- 
iil  hnir.mgues  in  every  thing  but  the  <le- 
li>c.y,  which,  however  rapid,  is  not  able 
te  M'cp  jxice  with  the  croiided  eoncep- 
lii'i'.s  o{  th.e  Ipeaker.  His  ideas  are  in¬ 
i' ciiiillihlc,  and  are  ever  ready  at  Ids 
I  '  itm  jr.d  ;  but  even  if  this  were  all,  we 
f  mil!  .iccount  hir  it  ealily  ;  but  we  mud 
I'lten  in  fdent  adoidfliment  when  we  ob- 
Krve  him  rife  upon  fume  hidden,  unex- 
Iioh'd  incident,  and  difcuf^,  perhaps,  a 
deep  intricate  (ubjed  for  an  hour,  with 
nn  ilnlity,  perfpicuity  and  precilion  that

"'th  his  habits,  or  arc  ignorant  of  his 
‘  dents,  to  be  perfuaded  that  he  came  to 


the  houfe  previoufly  prepared  and  in¬ 
formed,  in  order  to  deliver  his  opinion; 
With  thefe  almoft  unrivalled  gifts,  which 
nature  has  hedowed,  Mr  Fox  is  far  from 
being  a  plealing  or  perfuafivc  orator. 
Ills  utleiauce  is  rapid,  difagreeabic,  and 
fometirnes  feafeely  intelligible.  He 
fpeaks  always  ,as  if  he  was  in  a  pafTion  ; 
and  the  arguments  of  paflionnte  people 
<lo  not  come  well  recommended.'  He 
fometimes  defeends  to  perfonal  attacks, 
to  anecdotes  and  puerilities,  much  be¬ 
neath  the  dignity  of  a  Britifli  fenator, 
particularly  a  man  of  his  confummatc 
talents.  Another  circumftance,  which 
takes  away  from  the  weight  and  Confer 
quence  of  what  he  urges  in  dibatc, 
that  his  patriotifm  is  prefumed  to  have 
originated  in  pl<}ur,  and  to  have  taken  a 
taint  of  perfonal  rancour  and  pcTonal 
perfecut ion  towards  the  noble  lord  at  the 
head  of  the  treafnry,  on  account  of  what 
he  deemed  a  mixture  of  treachery  and 
mean  revenge,  in  procuring  his  difmif- 
lion  frpm  the  treafury-board. — On  the 
whole,  with  all  Mr  Fox’s*  fuperior  ad¬ 
vantages,  we  do  not  efteem  him  as  ren¬ 
dering  his  party  any  VC17  clfcntial  fervice# 
tliough  we  mull  allow  he  would  be  a  va¬ 
luable  acquitition  to  his  old  friends,  w  ho 
would  prol)ably  receive  him  like  the  pro¬ 
digal  Ton,  were  it  not  for  the  powerful 
obitacle  which  ftands  in  the  way,  the  ir- 
reconcileablc  perfonal  difference  which 
fubllfts  between  him  and  the  ntiiiiner.  '

(but  I  cannot  anfwer  for  the  truth  of 
this)  that  the  prifoners  foon  joined  the 
rebel  army  again ;  thus  much  we  are  cer¬ 
tain  of,  that  there  has  been  no  return  of 
our  prifoners;  but  the  congrefs  have  lent 
to  demand  capt.  Forfter,  and  all  concer¬ 
ned  in  the  horrid  maifacre  (as  they  are 
pieafed  to  call  h).  I  fuppofe  their  plc:^ 
tor  this  was,  that  the  Indians  had  kil¬ 
led  two  men,  after  they  had  confeiited 
they  Ibould  return,  which  was  not  done 
in  cold  blood,  but  on  fome  difpiite  that 
arofe  from  their  own  obftinacy.

A 
light  dragoon  dlfcovering  three  rifle¬ 
men  in  a  wood,  who  had  ferreted  them- 
I'elves  in  order  to  pick  out  the  officers 
they  appeared,  attacked  them^  Ihot  onc^ 
and  took  the  other  two  prifoners,  and 
brought  them  to  lord  Percy,  who  re¬ 
warded  him  for  his  gallant  behaviour. 
A  great  many  horfes  belonging  fo  Pref- 
ton’s  regiment,  that  were  left  in  Boftoii 
at  the  evacuation,  were  found  oh  Long 
inand.” 

A  letter  frorti  a  field  officer  to  his  ladjr 
in  Glouccfler,  dated  camp  in  Long  If- 
land,  Sept.  i.  after  giving  an  account  of 
the  late  engagement  there  between  the 
king’s  troops  and  the  provincials,  con¬ 
cludes  thtis  : — “  f  ha^e  juft  heard  there 
has  been  a  moft  dreadfiil  fray  in  the 
town  of  New- York*  'The  Ne^-Lng- 
landers  inflfted  upon  fetting  the  town  on 
fire,  and  retreating.
